Draper will become under- 
secretary of the army when 
the armed services unification 
actually comes into being next 
month after Secretary ot 
Navy James V. Forrestal ia 
sworn as secretary of defense.

Experts Aver 
q{ Com 
Now Hopeless 

WABHINaTON. Aug. 39 (UJ»— Top 
agricultura deportment experts said 
na^ today there la no hope the . 
com crop will recover sufficiently 
to meet minimum domestic needs. 

Their prediction apparently wiped 
out any taint chance ol avoiding 
sharp meat shortages and accotn- 
jjanylng blgher meat prices next 
spring and summer. 

No' Qnantltr Boost 

While com has made rapid prog- 
ress since rain started falling In 
the parched com belt several days 
ago, these experts said any further 
improvement will probably be In 
quality rather than in quantity. 

The department's latest report, 
based on Aug. IS crop conditions, 
put the com yield at 3,436,696,000 
bushels. This is far short of the 
3.BOO,000,000 bushels needed to meet 
domestic teed and industrial re- 
quirements. 

"Too Far Gone" 

•There Is no hope at all that wo 
will be able to hit that figure now," 
said one top statistician. "The crop 
in many areas was too far gone 
when the rain finally came." 

He said the rains had been "very 
helpful In areaa where com already 
had reached the pollination stage. 
But In many sections com never 
got that far. Iowa and parts of Ohio 
particularly were hard hit.

"Looks like it's a case of people 
gelling into their new cars and 
heading out for the more distant 
parks they haven't been able to vtstt 
since before the war." commented 
Park Publicist Ralston Lattimore. 

Travel to the units ol the national 
park system was 30 per cent higher 
during July than for the same 
month last year. Lattimore said. 



Coal Shortage 
Seen by Head 
Of RaU Group 

CHIOAOO. Aug. 30 aUD— William 
T. Parley, president of the Amer- 
ican Association of BaUroads. said 
today that the nation ftcea a pos- 
sible coal shortage next winter, de- 
spite the fact that nllrouli are 
carrying more coal with fewer ears 
than ever before. 

Pkrlcy said huge ooal exports to 
Europe and other MCtlons of the 
world were largely reaponsltde for 
the car shortage, but that the raU' 
roads realised the necessity fo) 
maintaining a high rate of export 
at this lime. 

Shortage «l Can 
He said the raihx>adB faced 
shortage of nearly every type of 
car but thst the coal car situation 
was the most critical. 

'The petroleum tank car situa- 
tion Is a little easier," he aald. "It 
might be that fears on petroleum 
have been a little exaggerated. At 
any rate, we are not having the 
number of complalnta about tank 
can as box or coal cars." 

Much Grain Moved 
He said despite farmcra' com- 
plaints that grain had been piling 
up at midwestem shipping points, 
the railroads tiad moved "a great 
deal" more grain this year than 
ever before in history— and with 
fewer cars. 

"The fact that grain has been 
left on the ground doesn't mean it 
13 rotting." he said. "That's been a 
common Incident for many years," 

The coal situation wJU become 
tighter until more care are made 
available, Farley said. He said the 
present rate of delivery on 38,000 
cars which have been ordered 
"extremely unsatisfactory."

POLITICKING AMONG SCOUTS 

According to reporta from the World Scout 
Jamboree In France, east and west are meet- 
ing on good terms In at least one place. 
Scouts from the Sovlet-orblt countries of 
Czechoslovakia and Hungary behave like the 
others, the reports say. They're mainly In- 
terested In swapping Inalgnla, neckerchiefs 
and addresses of Scouts from other countries 
whose language they are studying. 

But there are political overtones to the 
meetings, all the same. For the Czech and 
Hungarian boys brought with them pam- 
phlets to be distributed to Scouts from non- 
communist countries In case their reception 
was unfriendly. 

The pamphlets asked Scouts of the western 
countries to be tolerant of communist youth. 
The Czech pamphlet said. In part: "We, the 
youth of Czechoslovakia, stand between the 
west and the east. To you of the west we 
shall tell about the heroism of Soviet and 
Yugoslav youth, who have paid £uch a high 
price to win their tight for freedom; and with 
you of the east, we shall play the game of a 
million children the world over— scouting . . . 
We believe that our common Ideals will one 
day unite the world." 

One paragraph from the Hungarian pam- 
phlet read: "Do your best to become ac- 
quainted with the youth of every nation In 
eastern Europe, Including the youth of Soviet 
Russia. We beg you and all Scouts of the 
world from the depth of our hearts: Do not 
listen to the heralds of hatred, do not believe 
the liars and slanderers." 

Those sentiments do not sound like the 
spontaneous sentiments of adolescence. They 
sound even less genuine when one reflects 
that. In communist-dominated countries, It 
Is not the custom to let youth organizations 
Just drift along, playing games and making 
fires by rubbing sticks together. The com- 
munist youth is indoctrinated early and 
thoroughly.

The new oppoalUon will be based 
on belated dlscloeurM that the fifth 
federal circuit court severely castl- 
■ated Mr. Denham's conduct of an 
INLRB case at Shreveport. U., In 
1B43. In scathing language It ac- 
cused him of resorting to the very 
practices which helped to discredit 
administration of the original Wag- 
ner labor relations act which the Hartley-Taft law la 
designed to remedy. 

UNION— The Shreveport affair involved the dis- 
charge of three workiri by H. K. Phelps, Jr.. receiver 
for the Atlas Pipeline company. The International Oil 
Workers union (CIO) alleged that the men had been 
Ilred for Joining a union then under formation. 
Defendant declared that one employe had been dis- 
charged for Bleeping on the Job and that the other 
two were not qualified. 

Mr. Denham found for Uie union on every count, 
ordering restoration of the trio with back p«y from 
time of discharge. The existing NLRB accepted his 
findings and ruled accordingly. Although the circuit 
court reverted the ruling and ordered a new and fair 
trim, the NLRB did not appeal to the supreme court. 
It simply dropped the matter. 

ACCUSATION— The three-Judge tribunal. In re- 
versing Mr. Denham, said that he wu "not Impartial 
but partial, not disinterested but partisan." It accused 
him of making "rash and unguarded statements" and 
of expressing predetermined views of the guilt of the 
defendant. 

It also declared that he had acted as Inveitlgator, 
prosecutor. Judge and Jury when, as trial examiner, 
his legal function was solely to serve as "an Impartial 
hearer and trier of facts." 

Another major accu.iatlon was that Mr. Denham 
resorted to "false pretenses" to obtain a stipulation 
from defcn.se counsel and then used the document to 
his advantage In a manner not preKrlbed or permit- 
ted by law. In other worda, sharp practices not 
Indulged In, In the best leum circles. 

LOPSIDED— "nie labor board llsell was accused of 
citing court rutlngs In reverie of their real meaning 
In order to support Mr. Denham's ftndlnga. It wa« this 
alleged sort of lopsided administration, with special 
partiality toward leftist union organlutlons. which 
provoked congressional demand for wholesale revision 
of new deal labor statutes. 

Inrldenlally. the reversal was written, by Judge 
Joseph C. Hulcheson. Jr„ of Texas. He Is regarded as 
an exceptionally able Jurist and has frequently been 
mentioned for elevation to the suprtme court of the 
United States. Nationally known lawyera hold the 
fifth circuit court In unusually high esteem— a fact 
which will carry weight with the senate In any recon- 
sideration of the Denham nomination. 

DISAPPOINTMENT— The senate labor commltloe'a 
13-0 approval was given to Mr. Denham without a 
cpmplcte knowledge of tlie 1B43 caatlgatlon of tho 
nominee, whose appointment caused some aurprleo and 
disappointment In the first Instance because of his 
lack of legal prominence. 

One phase of lils handling of thi Shreveport case 
was brought up briefly but Mr. Denham gave a 
sketchy and hazy account of his role that apparently 
Mtlafled tho committee. 
As a matter of fact, it was his conduct In this past 
' the proceedings which drew the Judges' most serious 
re from a legal standpoint. It concerned his misuse 
of the stipulation which he was charged with having 
obtained under "false pretenses." 

POWER— The two Ijoulilana' senators- Allen J. 
Zllcnder and John H. Overton— agreed that the court's 
charges were "shocking" when they were brought to 
the aenatorlal notice by tlie enUrprlsIng Shreveport 
Times. 

Messrs, BUender and Overton promised to forward 
the Hutcheson Judgment lo counsel for the senate 
labor committee and to Senator Talt as basis of a 
reopening of confirmation hearings, provided the dls- 
clo,9ureB do not lead President Truman to withdraw 
the nomination In the meantime. 

Mr. Eniender also augRcstrd an Investigation of all 
labor casBi In which Mr. Denham has set as trial 
examiner. The senator pointed out thai, In his new 
capacity, Mr. Denham has more power over labor- 
management problems than wu ever entrusted to » 
single, federal official, 

FAltl~"No invasUsatlon of Denhum was made that 
I know of, the aiuaveport Tlmta was Informed by Mr. 
Ellender, who la a membir of the labor committee. 
"Republicans accepted him on his credentials as a 
nepubllcan. Democrats accepted him on Mr. Truman's, 
nomination. 

"There must be no question of his qualKleatlons. 
and the fulleit InvcsUgallon must be mad*, in view 
of the brlnglni forth of the circuit court's findings. 

"The whola success of the llartley-Tafi Ubor l»w 
re*ia wlUi absolutely lair and Impartial admin litre Uon 
of It. chiefly, from the post of general counsel for 
which Mr. Denham haa been nominated,"

Late In June, 
1B4S, Private WU- 
cox was lent In a draft of men frotn 
Fort Dlx, N. J., to the 310th M.P. 
batullon, zone of Interior (special), 
a secret organisation whose mere 
existence the very press Itaelf was 
forbidden to suggest. 

Arrived at hU new station, he 
learned that he was one of OS men 
selected from DU and Camp Up- 
ton. Ijong Island, for the Eolemn 
duty and unspeakable honor of 
guarding the lives of the President 
and the mcmben of his family and 
his guests— and his property. In- 
cluding buildings, Christmas trees 
and shrubbery and his dog. Fala. 
All these persons, all this property 
and this dog were charges on the 
patriotism. mlllUry proficiency and 
consclet«:e of Private Wilcox. 

He entered this personal phase of 
the conquest of HlUer and Tojo with 
a heavy but. paradoxically, light 
Ben,se of heroic responsibility. If the 
time ever cams when It should be 
necessary to Interpose hia tall, ellm 
but sinewy body between Hitler's 
B.6. or any suicidal squad of Jap- 
anese and the person of hU C-hi-C, 
he would do ao with adequate reso- 
lution.

Having some education, Including 
a little reading In psychology. Pri- 
vate Wilcox had moments of pri- 
vate impudence when he told him- 
self that he was a fugitive from 
combat.

N. V, In- 
cluding the clearing of underbrush 
which was choking the leader's 
paths, the le:A likely ha was to lay 
dou*n his life for the four freedoms 
or any of them.

$8 a day plus |1 for transports. 
Uon. 

The 340th - was organlicd as a 
company but was expanded Into i 
battalion of unconventional organ 
izatlon. The commandlni officer was 
John p. Btowell. He had come 
through «n officers' candidate school 
In the aummer of 19«. As company 
commander he was promoted 
fh-at lieutenant. Wlien his command 
was called a battalion and Increased 
to 334 officers and enlisted soldiers, 
he rose to the rank of major. 

He la still a major and now com- 
mands the M.P. detachment at tho 
mllltiry academy at West Point, Tho 
"40th M.P. Bn„ Z. I., (special) was 
disbanded forever at Port Jackson. 
S, 0., In May, 1B4S. A small guard of 
honor was established by special 
process of the war department for 
further duty at the shrine of each 
patriot's devotion at Hyde Pork, 

By available accounts. Including 
Uiat of Private Wilcox, Major 
.■ell performed his duly well. Tlic 
240th was Intended to be a splt-snd- 
pollsii outfit, perfectly dressed and 
proficient In saluting. Pvt., now 
ML-iler, Wilcox saya he will throw 
salutes with any veteran of his 
niiijealy's Coldstrenms, tho old Pnw- 
slan guard or any survivor of Hit- 
ler's own, body-loyal guard, at sny 
atyle, at any time, for a side-bet. 



"One of our lleutenasta told me 
that Major Stowell wanted us to 
salute and march like the Cold- 
streams." Mr. WUeox aald. "I never 
saw the Coldstreama salute or 
march, but I think we must have 
been at least their equaL We had 
plenty of practice." 

About his own, personal, marota- 
Ini Mr. Wilcox is lea* ooofldent.

Private Wilcox Tt%A onca in tho 
column of Eleanor the great that 
the atOth M. P. Bn., Z. I. (special) 
the largest and moat elaborately 
epeclal corps of Its kind ever organ- 
lied to gaurd an American Presi- 
dent was actually a school for 
M. P.'s 

With a blush and a stammer for 
his temerity, lie InslAls that a lady 
who undertakes to know every- 
thing must make some mistakes. Mr. 
Wilcox says that those who per- 
fo'rmed their duties best were prac- 
tically assured that they would not 
be lent abroad to fight. 

Less deilrable guardsmen, who ex. 
pressed Irreverent sentiments, who 
did not salute or marob like Cold 
iitrcams. who slept on post and 
drank too much beer In the village 
Joints where the lower orders gath- 
ered, were liable to transfer.

Marshall Plan 
]!ilay End Help 
To Europeans 

WASHINOTON, Aug. 39 (ff) — 
President Truman expreaaed hope 
today that the Marshall plan for 
European self-help will aucceufully 
supplant direct aid of the type pro- 
vided by the United Nation* relief 
and rehabilitation odmlnlstratlmi. 

In a letter transmitting, to son- 
gress his report on UNRRA's wind- 
ing-up operations during the' first 
quarter of this year, Mt Truman 
said: 

"Long-term plans have been In- 
augurated by our government under 
which It Is hoped that devasUted 
countries will achieve economic 
health through cooperation among 
themselves and with luch long-range 
help ai the United Statea Is able 
to give under proper International 
arrangements." 

The menUon ol "proper" arrange- 
ments seemed to point up a news 
conference statement Wednesday by 
Undersecretary of Btato Robert A. 
Lovett that this country will extend 
aid only on the basis of a recovery 
plan which Is reasonable and real- 
Utlc. 

In another reference to the 16- 
natlon Paris conference on the Mar- 
shall plan Lovett said demands r)n 
American aid must diminish by next 
year. 

Mr. Truman's letter said the end 
of UNRRA's operations "has been 
In sight for several months." It noted 
(hat while contributions of the other 
47 participating countries may be 
used for the rest of 1017 and hito 
1048, funds donated by the United 
States contribution oould not be ob- 
ligated after last June 30, a cut>off 
date fixed by congress. On that 
date. Mr. Truman added, UNRRA 
had obligated practicably the entire 
$2,700,000,000 contributed by the 
United Stntes.

Reports Show 
Joint Defense 
League Nears

Reports from the BrIUah empire 
eoQlermct on the Jipanese peace 
now under wkj st CnnberrA. further 
emphutxe the poulbllltjr of b norld- 
»iae mutUBl ilefenie leng«e. 

The weatem hemisphere nations 
hivB agreed that all will Join to rc- 
pulM an attack on any one of them. 

United Btatea and British lnt«r- 
«ta In Europe and the middle east 
hare become bo Interlocked that It 
pracUcally aniounta to mutual de- 
fence Already. 

At Canberra the Auatrollnns are 
reported to have won support for 
a policy of coopcrBtlng with the 
United Btatea ae the principal mili- 
tary power In the PncUlc. Presum- 
ably the object la to get the U. S. 
to carry Uie main load, but with 
luch help as can be offered by Aua- 
tiBlla, New Zealand, India. Pakis- 
tan, Burma, Canada, South Africa 
and the United Kingdom. The 
United SUtes will certainly demand 
that such help consist of all-out 
aulitance by tHe others as needed. 
That would mean a mutual de- 
fense clause In the Japanese peaee 
treaty. Although It may be directed 
specifically only Bgalnit Japan, It 
will add to tlie pattern begun at 
Rio, and lay the groundwork of an 
"all for one" mutual defense sys- 
tem In another vast area. 

As already pointed out, develop- 
ment of s world defense league 
would not run counter to the United 
Nations. It merely would avoid the 
veto by which permanent members 
of the U. N. Bccurlty council now 
can block action against aggressors, 
and would provide lor at least a part 
of the world an anU-war military 
force which ifl now totoUy lacking.
